Guys, 


I've been lusting for a small QRP watt meter, something like the OHR 
WM-2, except a lot smaller and with a non painted case, so it wouldn't 
get scratched in the field. 


Studied the Breune circuits, DeMaw's designs one of Ha-Jo Brandts and 
the Stockton circuit. 


Built the neatest little watt meter in a case about 2" X 2-1/2" X 5" 
with a meter scale the same size as the OHR. (easy to read) Plus, I 
Added my own little tricks, - the capability of reading true SWR, and 
an auto shut down circuit to save the battery. 


Spread out on the bench during tests, it's measurements compared 
within a percent or so to the OHR. :-) (I'ma grinnin') 


Put the thing in it's case and it wouldn't read anything! Zip. Nada. 


The K2 with the Antenna Tuning unit has the capability of reading 
forward and reflected power, so I hooked the Watt meter to the K2 and 
a Dummy Load. Set the K2 for 3 watts pushed the Tune button, and my 
meter read Zip while the K2 said "3.0 watts Forward, 3.0 watts 
Reflected". Same reading on all bands! 


What a revolting development! I had built a wide band RF reflecting 
device. I knew I was good, but who would have thought I could have 
done that? 


Of course, I checked all of my connections for shorts, etc., and could 
find nothing. The meter consisted of two basic parts: (1) A sensing 
circuit that picks off a little bit of the transmitted power, then 
rectifies it to DC. (2) An amplifier which takes the tiny signal and 


makes it strong enough to register on the meter. Of course it has 
pots to set the meter ranges, etc. 


The amplifier was mostly Surface Mount parts on a tiny board, but it 
had to work, because it worked on the bench. The sensor was a 
carefully crafted device using the Stockton circuit as described in 
one of the G-QRP publications. 


I had even improved on it by adding a shield between the two 
transformer sections. (DeMaw, or someone, said this would help the 
directionality of the circuit. I.E., help separate the forward and 
reflected signals by minimizing any stray coupling) (Maybe DeMaw 
didn't say that, maybe I dreamed it) This sensing circuit was 
actually built inside it's own little compartment so when the case was 
closed it was completely shielded from the rest of the meter. (What a 
design!!!) Also, I used a tiny coax between the sense circuit and the 
amp. 


However, when the meter worked on my bench, the compartment with the 
sensing circuit was not in the case. The shielding was not complete. 
So, the sensing circuit was suspect. Could it be that completing the 
shield made it quit working? 


One other point. The amplifier circuit board wasn't grounded to the 
case. Therefore, in order to complete the RF circuit from the Sensor 
circuit to the Amplifier, I had grounded the coax shield at both ends. 


To make the long story short, here's what fixed it. (1) I lifted the 
coax shield from the Amp circuit board, and ran a ground wire to the 
case. (now the coax is grounded at just one end) (2) I removed the 
shield between the two transformer sections of the sensor unit. 


I'll bring the little meter with me to Dayton, so all of you experts 
out there can laugh and point. :-) 


The more I learn about RF circuits, the less I understand.

The "EPE" (Estimated Position Error) number your 
Mike and Brian are right. My GPS 12 (Garmin) tells me how accurate it 
thinks it is. If I mark a waypoint and average the position it tells me 


how accurate the average is. So to check out how good that number is I 
did some experimenting. 


Last Fall with SA on I took 25 measurements over several weeks. The unit 


claimed an accuracy of about 40 feet. I did get one reading at 60 feet. 
Plotting the points they just barely fit inside a circle with a radius of 
200 ft. The claim of 40 feet accuracy was way off. I can't get more then 
5 or 6 of the 25 points inside a circle with a radius of 40 feet. 


This week I've take 13 readings without SA. All were take from the same 
position in my yard. I do try to spread the time of the readings out so 
that the satellites are not always in the same positions. So far the unit 
tell me I'm good to 15-20 feet. Those 13 points just fit inside a circle 
with a radius of 30 feet. That is a huge improvement but the yardstick 
the unit uses is still overly optimistic. 


So far it looks like I've gone from an accuracy of about 70 meters down 
to 10 meters. By the way the USGS 7.5 maps standards only require well 
defined points on the map to be within 40 feet of truth 90% of the time 
when checked. Well defined means something like an intersection, a 
geological survey benchmark or the like. So it looking like the GPS is 
now better than some of the best maps around.

Steve, your explaination of DGPS is correct. There are several ways by which 
the ‘correction signal' can be obtained. 


I was told, by a local surveying company who uses a DGPS system (a VERY 
expensive system - $100,000 cost), that their system can be accurate to 
within 1 centimeter. Such surveying systems do NOT use Loran stations for 
the ‘fixed' points, but instead use known 'benchmarks' near where they are 
surveying, and the ‘correction signal' is sent via radio (data) from the 
‘benchmark' to the survey location (which is fairly close, say within 1/2 to 
1 mile). 


By the way, my Garmin GPS 12XL used to show an error of 45 to 50 feet 
(horizontal), at best. I asked someone at Garmin about this, and was told 


that this ‘error' number was usually within about plus or minus 10%. With 
S/A off, I'm now showing an error of 13 to 15 feet (horizontal). The 
altitude used to be off by about 200 feet, and now it appears to be off by 
about 50 to 60 feet.

Back the RF gain down a bit and see if the problem goes away. 
If it does, then there are possibly two solutions. 


1. Your antenna isn't a very good match on 40m, or 
2. You need to increase the value of R1 to 27K or 33K to reduce 
the front-end overload you are experiencing 


Most of the time when I have noticed this phenomenon on my 
SMK-1's it's because the antenna match was bad.

So far not bad. Audio level is not very high, butI can hear increase in 
noise when the antenna is connected, and there were lots of signals 
audible last night, so I decided to try for a QSO. 


When I keyed down - no sidetone - then after about a couple of tenths of 
a second the sidetone appeared. This is repetetive. It take a brief 
interval to develop sidetone after each keydown (on a string of dits, 
only clicks are heard) A check with the scope revealed that rf output was 
immediate upon key down - nice crisp keying - so its not a sluggish 
oscillator. Must still be something in the muting and delay circuit, 
which may also be involved in the low audio. 


Anyone fight this battle yet? I'm investigating, but a trip tonight to 
watch my son's college baseball team play, and our hamfest (and informal 
QRP forum) wil keep me away from the bench for a bit.

One other interesting thing - in the past I had checked the coordinates, 
using my Garmin GPS 12XL, at a "known" location (a tower that had been 
checked by a surveyor using a $100,000 DGPS system). My Garmin showed within 
about 1 to 1.5 seconds of the correct coordinates (not bad, but only within 
about 80 to 150 feet of the correct coordinates) . 


I checked the coordinates of my new 300 foot tower the other day, using the 
same Garmin unit, and with S/A off, it read within .1 (1/10) seconds of the 
correct coordinates (within about 8 to 10 feet of the correct coordinates, 
and I may have been standing that far from the exact spot that the surveyor 
had measured) .

Jeff - I saw your post asking for information on using filters to reduce 
interference between multiple stations during Field Day. There are low 
cost alternatives to the ICE filters, which at $35 a pop are expensive, 
but are worth it by the way. For homebrew alternatives, I suggest you 
point your browser to: 


http://www. berkshire.net/~robbins/technote/techref.html 


Under the heading "Filters" there are 4 or 5 posts which deal 
specifically with this topic. One type of filter is similar to the ICE 
filters and uses torroids and capacitors to form bandpass filters. These 
require some patience to tune, preferrably with the assistance of a 
spectrum analyzer. I believe the ICE filters are of this type. 


The second type uses coaxial stubs at the output of the transceiver. 
Lengths are given in the reference for RG-8 coax and if you use a coax 
with a similar velocity factor, such as RG-58, then the lengths should 
be the same. These should be easy to make, nearly cut and play. There is 
no reason why TV coax such as RG-6 could not be used for QRP versions of 
these filters. In this case an antenna analyzer such as the MFJ or Autek 
would be useful in determining the correct length. 


The stub filters should cost less than the ICE filters, but remember 
that you will have to buy coax connectors and "tees' to attach the 
stubs. 


These posts were done by avid multi-multi contesters, so the comments on 
amplifiers and melting RG-58 stubs can be ignored. :4)=. 


I realize that I come a bit late to the discussion, but my week has been 
busy and I am just now getting around to my reply list. I hope that this 
helps someone.
